Here are the tips on what to do 
to get tire longevity: 
Drive at moderate speeds: start 
and stop your car slowly; don’t 
scrape or bump your tires against 
cuibs: keep your brakes adjusted 
and your wheels aligned properly 
to avoid spotty tread wear; be sure 
your tires are inflated to tile right 
pressure; and don’t iorget to cmss-
